Speaker Sam Rayburn of the House of Rep­ 
resentatives was asked 
the 
other day. if he 
thought there was any chance of reducing the 
much-discusscd $72 billion budget 
* ’ No 
he said, ‘ we’ve got big government 
and it’s going to stay big " 
If the president of an industrial corporation 
were asked b> one of the directors if there were 
a chance of cutting expenses, and if he were to 
make a parallel reply, what would happen? Ob­ 
viously such a president would be on his way 
out 
and fast 
The directors and stockholders 
would demand that he be specific. The mere 
bigness of the corporation certainly would not 
justify more of the same, for no other reason 
than what the French call the fait accompli. 
Which, being translated into the American idiom, 
means, “ This is it It s here and theres nothing 
we can do about it.” 
That there is something that can he done 
about it is attested by a whole flock of develop­ 
ments. First and most important. Congress is 
hearing from the folks at home. The House has 
started slashing money bills. Senator Byrd has 
demanded a cut of $5 billion. The Republican 
House delegation of 23 members from Ohio 
pledged itself to support a “ substantial reduc­ 
tion’' and the action was prompted by grass roots 
revolt. Rep. Clarence J. Brown of this group 
said: “ This is a real revolt against spending: peo­ 
ple in all walks of life are fed up ” 
The newly appointed Republican National 
Chairman. Meade Alcorn, attended a western re­ 
gional meeting of COP state chairmen the other 
day. The Wisconsin chairmen told him his peo­ 
ple are “ shocked and discouraged’’ by the size 
of the federal budget. A reliable informant says 
1ft of the IR chairmen, operating behind closed 
doors were opposed to the proposed federal aid 
for schools.

For the Soviet citizen, the gra­ 


dual evolution of the iron society 


in which he lives and has his 


being must be a matter of really 


passionate 
concern 
And 
this 
same evolution should also be a 
matter of deep interest for Ameri­ 
cans. 


All the same, the evolution of 
Soviet society that began with the 
death of Stalin has neither soft­ 
ened nor deflected Soviet foreign 
policy. On 
tne contrary, while 
considerably more supple than 
their late master, Stalin’s heir's 
have actually proven somewhat 
more adventurous. And on the 
basis of a rather intense experi­ 
ence in the Soviet I'nion. this re­ 
porter is convinced that a wholly 
new generation of Soviet leaders 
will probably have to come to 
power before there is any real 
change in the meaning of 
peace­ 
ful coexistence.” 


Thus the fundamental Western 
problem 
remains unaltered ex­ 
cept in detail. In the satellite 
area of Central Europe, to be 
sure, the Soviets have recently 
suffered a severe setback But by 
the ruthless use of their great 
military power, they have recov­ 
ered a large part of their losses, 
al least for the time being. Mean­ 
while, the West has also suffer- 
en severe setbacks, especially in 
the troubled Middle East. And 
the Western losses have most con­ 
spicuously not been recovered.
